We  have  been  taking  a  census  of 
our  esteemed  namesakes  throughout 
the  country,  and  venture  to  believe 
that  the  readers  of  The  Bloomfield 
Citizen  will  be  interested  in  the  re¬ 
sults. 

’  The  name  is  by  no  means  so  com¬ 
mon  as  it  is  appropriate  and  expres¬ 
sive.  There  are  about  as  m*ny 
•  Headlights,  for  example,  as  ‘Citizens’ 
particularly  in  the  west  and  south 
west  Numerically,  the  ‘Citizens’  of 
America  fall  far  behind  the  ‘Times’, 
•Suns,’  ‘Heralds,’  ‘Republicans,’  ‘Dein 
ocrats,’  ‘Enterprises,  ‘Presses,  Ex¬ 
presses,’  ‘Sentinels,’" ‘Chronicles,’  ‘Bui 
Jetins,’  ‘Records’,  and  ‘Couriers,’  not 
'to  sj*‘iik  of  the  ‘Journals,’  ‘Newses’ 
and  ‘(iazetf^,’  which  are,  so  to  speak, 
the  Smith’s,  Brown’s  and  Jones’  of 
the  newspaper  population.  There 
are  published  in  the  United  States 
upwards  of  fifteen  thousand  papers  of 
all  sorts,  ai*d  only  sixty  eight  of  these 
are  ‘Citizens.’  That  number  includes 
two  True  Citizens,’  two  ‘American 
Citizens,*  one  ‘Republican  Citizen’ and 
..ne  ‘Rowan  Citizen.’  there  is  also  one 
‘Christian  Citizen,’ somewhere  out  iu 
Ohio,  nbd  we  sincerely  lio]>e  that  it 
lives  up  to  its  name. 

Sixty  of  the  sixty  seven  namesakes 
of  The  Bloomfield  Citizen  are  weekly 
papers,  while  seven  are  dailies.  The 
latter  Wlong  respectively  in  Brooklyn, 
Lowell,  Massachusetts ;  Urbana.  Ob:o; 
*v  .lacksou  City,  Michigan;  Asheville, 
North  Carolina;  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico  ;  and  Tucson,  Arizona.  The

throughout  the  land.  New  York, 
Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 
Illinois  and  Texas  have  each  tive  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  name.  Wisconsin 
uml  Indiana*  have  three  ‘Citizens 
apiece.  New  Jersey,  Alabama,  Arkau 
sas,  Georgia,  Kansas,  Michigan, 
Mississippi,  Nebraska  and  Tennessee 
have  .two,  while  there  is  a  solitary 
•Citizen’  iu  California,  Kentucky,  Mis 
souri,  Louisiana,  North  Carolina, 
Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Arizona,  Dakota  and  New  Mex¬ 
ico,  and  none  at  all  in  Colorado, 
Connecticut,  Delaware,  Florida,  Maine, 
Maryland,  Minnesota,  Nevada,  New 
Miu  ups  hire,  Oregon,  South  Carolina 
or  Virginia. 

These  statistics  are  recent,  but  it  is

•  •Mi  st  ‘Citizen*  now  living  is  our  veu- 
^  emble  namesake  in  Phelps,  New  York, 
which  dates  fi‘om  18J2 ;  the  youugest 
w'to  l Hurt*  Almost  yesterday.  In  re 
sjH*ct  of  politics,  there  are  rather 
more  Democratic  aud  Imle)>endeiit 
‘Citizens*  than  Republican.  The  tirst 
‘Citizen’  iu  America  was  published  ns 
a  daily  in  New  York  iu  the  first  year 
>«f  the  present  century  by  one  Jim 
Cheetham,  au  Englishman.  He  en- 
joyetl  the  distinction  of  being 'chased 
along  Wall  street  by  Matthew  L 
Davis  piatol  iu  ImiMl,  uml  being  sued 
for  lil»el  by  .Varan  Burr.  The  cheiq>- 
e^t  ‘Citizen’  and  likewise  the  cheapest 
newspais  r  ever  printed  in  this  or  any 
other  country  was  published  twenty 
five  or  thirty  years  ago  iu  New  York 
under  the  ^lienevolent  auspices  of 
1  eter  l  <K>per,  and*  gratuitously  dis 
tributed.  Few  people  read  it,  but 
barring  that  fact  it  gained  a  well 
\  deserved  popularity,  an.t  at  oue  time 
had  nearly,  driven  brown  wrapping 
invper  out  of  the  field.

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During  the  siege  of  Vicksburg  by 
l  mult  troops,  this  elder  namesake  of 
ours  was  forced  by  the  circumstances 
of  the  situation  to  cotne  out  as  a  sin¬ 
gle  sheet,  printed  on  the  white  side 
(If  cheap  wall  paper.  Nevertheless,  it 
kept  Its  courage  quite  at  the  bravado 
l«>iot  up  to  the  last  moment.  The 
number  intended  for  July  2d,  but 
actually  published  two  days  later  con¬ 
tained  such  items  as  this : 

“Weace  ludebtodto  Major  Gillespie 
K>r  A  Confederate  beef,  alias 

meat.  We  have  tried  it,  and  can  as 
sure  our  friwnds  that  if  it  is  rendered 
necessary  they  need  have  no  scruples 
ubout  eating  the  meat.  It  is  sweet, 
savory  aud  tender,  and  so  long  as  Vre 
b:n«  a  mule  left  wo  are  satisfied  our 
soldiers  will  lie  content  to  sul«ist 
won  it.” 

The  ptiigreas  of  the  botuliardment 
br  Admiral  Dorter’s  fleet  was  thus 
chronicled ;

The  name  of  the  editor  of  this  Jielli- 
cose  and  hopeful  ‘Citizen’  \*aa  Swards. 

We  shall  quote  only  one  more  of  the 
paragraphs  in  which  Mr  Swords 
hurled  defiance  at  the  foe:  , 

On  Dit  That  the  great  Ulysses — 
the  Yankee  Generalissimo,  surnamed 
Grant— has  expressed  the  iutentiuu 
of  dining  in  Vicksburg  on  Saturday 
next,  and  celebrating  the  Fourth  of 
July  by  a  grand  dinner,  and  so  f|*rth. 

\\  hen  asked  if  he  would  invite  Gen. 

Jo.  Johnson  to  join,  he  said,  ‘No,  for 
fear  there  wovld  lie  a  row  at  the  table.’ 

Ulysses  must  get  into  the  city  before 
be  dines  in  it.  The  way  to  cook  a 
rabbit  is  ‘first  catch  the  rabbit,’  etc.” 

No  doubt  the  note  of  defiance  had 
been  pitched  equally  high  iu  preceding 
issues  of  the  ‘Vicksburg  Citizen.’ 

What  distinguishes  this  particular 
number  of  the  ‘Citizen’  from  all  otpiers, 
aud  what  semis  it  down  the  nges,  is 
the  fact  that  just  at  that  point  Mr 
Swords’  editorial  career  was  interrupt¬ 
ed  by  a  great  historical  event.  Gen. 

Grant  did  eat  his  Fourth  of  July  din¬ 
ner  in  Vicksburg.  The  Union  soldiers, 
entering  the  captured  city  close  on 
the  heels  of  the  departing  editor, 
found  the  unpublished  ‘Citizen’  «f 
July  2d  all  in  type  ready  for  the  press.

We  hope1  no  other  member  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  will  ever  be  brought  to  the  wall 
paper  stage  of  destitution  ;  and, to  all 
of  our  esteemed  namesakes,  Northern 
and  Southern,  The  Bloomfield  Citizen 
presents  its  compliments  and  sincere 
giKnl  wishes.
